Dominique Strauss-Kahn re¬ 
signed Wednesday as head 
of the International Monetary 
Fund after explosive accu¬ 
sations that he had sexually 
attacked a housekeeper in a 
Midtown Manhattan hotel 
room. 

“It is with infinite sadness 
that I feel compelled today 
to present to the Executive 
Board my resignation from 
my post of managing direc¬ 
tor of the IMF,” he said in a 
statement dated Wednesday 
and released early Thursday 
by the IMF. “I think at this 
time first of my wife - whom 
I love more than anything - of 
my children, of my family, of 
my friends.” 

His resignation comes four 
days after Strauss-Kahn was 
taken off an Air France plane 
at New York’s Kennedy Inter¬ 
national Airport and arrested 
in connection with the accu¬ 
sations, and a day after Timo¬ 
thy F. Geithner, the Treasury 
secretary, urged the IMF to 
appoint an interim managing 
director.

Strauss-Kahn, a former 
French finance minister, had 
been expected to declare his 
candidacy for the French 
presidency soon. He was seen 
as one of the candidates most 
likely to defeat President 
Nicolas Sarkozy. 

In issuing his resignation, 
Strauss-Kahn said, “I want to 
say that I deny with the great¬ 
est possible firmness all of 
the allegations that have been 
made against me.” 

French news organizations 
quickly announced Strauss- 
Kahn’s resignation and un¬ 
derscored that he was leaving 
to focus on proving his inno¬ 
cence. Commentators said it 
was unusual for Strauss-Kahn 
to use personal language, in¬ 
cluding references to his wife, 
family and colleagues at the 
IMF. 

The selection of a successor 
will now take an official turn, 
with the executive board ex¬ 
pected to meet quickly, pos¬ 
sibly as early as Thursday, to 
start opening up the applica¬ 
tion process, said an IMF offi¬ 
cial who spoke anonymously 
because of the sensitivity of 
the situation. 

Officials had originally 
planned to wait for a decision 
from the grand jury in New 
York to see whether Strauss- 
Kahn would be freed from 
Rikers Island prison before 
starting a formal selection 
process. 

But as Geithner and others 
suggested Strauss-Kahn step 
aside, people within the fund 
were already thinking about 
the future. “The IMF is not 
decapitated,” said the official. 
“But with his resignation, it’s 
better to find a new managing 
director quickly.” 

The jockeying for his re¬ 
placement has already begun. 
The French finance minister, 
Christine Lagarde, is consid¬ 
ered a leading candidate to 
succeed Strauss-Kahn, her 
friend and colleague. Her 
straight talk has helped bur¬ 
nish Lagarde’s reputation as 
one of Europe’s most infiuen- 
tial ambassadors in the world 
of international finance. 

Her main competition, ana¬ 
lysts say, is Kemal Dervis, 
a former finance minister of 
Turkey. □

Romney: Obama ihrew Israel under the bus’

Republicans looking to unseat 
President Barack Obama 
charged Thursday that he 
undermined the sensitive 
and delicate negotiations 
for Middle East peace with 
his outline for resumed 
talks between Israelis and 
Palestinians. 

Former Utah Gov. Jon 
Huntsman said Obama, 
whom he served as U.S. 
ambassador to China until 
last month, undercut an 
opportunity for Israelis and 
Palestinians to build trust. 
F ormer Massachusetts 

Gov. Mitt Romney said 
Obama “threw Israel under 
the bus” and handed the 
Palestinians a victory even 
before negotiations between 
the parties could resume. 
Former House Speaker Newt 
Gingrich called it “the most 
dangerous speech ever made 
by an American president for 
the survival of Israel.” 

Foreign policy has hardly 
been the center of the debate 
among the still-forming GOP 
presidential field. Instead, 


the candidates and potential 
candidates have kept their 
focus — like the country’s — 
on domestic issues that are 
weighing on voters and their 
pocketbooks. Obama’s speech 
provided one of the first 
opportunities for Republicans 


to assert their foreign policy 
differences with Obama and 
his Democratic administration. 
Obama endorsed Palestinians’ 
demands for the borders 


of its future state based on 
1967 borders — before the 
Six Day War in which Israel 
occupied East Jerusalem, the 
West Bank and Gaza. That 
was a significant shift in U.S. 
foreign policy.

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (AP) — A Guan¬ 
tanamo Bay prisoner who died in an apparent 
suicide had twice before tried to kill himself 
at the U.S. base in Cuba and had a long-term 
mental illness that predated his time in custody, 
his lawyer said Thursday. One previous suicide 
attempt was so serious the prisoner nearly died, 
but he was saved by military doctors, attorney 
Paul Rashkind told The Associated Press. 

“This was a young man who suffered signifi¬ 
cant psychosis, a paralyzing psychosis begin¬ 
ning many years ago, long before he got to 
Gitmo,” Rashkind said in a phone interview 
from St. Louis. 

The U.S. military said the 37-year-old Afghan 


prisoner identified as Inayatullah was found 
unconscious and not breathing Wednesday. 
Doctors attempted “extensive lifesaving mea¬ 
sures” but could not revive him, the govern¬ 
ment said in a brief statement. 

The prisoner apparently hanged himself with 
what appeared to be bed linen in an exercise 
yard of the detention center, a Guantanamo 
spokeswoman. Navy Cmdr. Tamsen A. Reese, 
told the AP. 

Reese declined to discuss details about the de¬ 
tainee’s death or medical history pending an 
investigation into the case by the Naval Crimi¬ 
nal Investigative Service. 

She said the prisoner did not have a history of 
disciplinary problems: “He was generally a 
compliant detainee.”□

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A river’s crest arrives iike an aftertiieught

VICKSBURG, Miss. - Here it 
was at last: high, fast and in a 
very bad mood. 

The crest of the Mississippi 
rolled into town Thursday 
morning, a few inches shy of 
earlier estimates but still set¬ 
ting a record by a healthy mar¬ 
gin. For those along its banks, 
it was hardly a pivotal mo¬ 
ment: 

The crest had been announc¬ 
ing its arrival for weeks by 
flooding neighborhoods and 
sending backwater over thou¬ 
sands of acres of Mississippi 
and Louisiana farmland, and it 
is not going back down to nor¬ 
mal levels anytime soon. 

The damage has already been 
extensive, and the waters have 
proved deadly. 

Police officials here said 
Thursday that a man pulled 
from the water earlier in the 
week had died in the hospital. 
They said they were still try¬ 
ing to determine whether the 
death of the 69-year-old man, 
who had been trying to wade 
through the floodwaters, was

caused by drowning. 

If so, that would bring the 
death toll from this year’s 
floods to at least four; three 
died in flooding from the 
White River in Arkansas ear¬ 


lier this month. 

Officials worried that resi¬ 
dents, impatient to return to 
their homes, would try to 
come back sooner than they 
should. The emergency, they 


insisted, is ongoing. 

“For many people not familiar 
with a river flood, they think 
the crest is the magical end to 


this event,” said Sheriff Mar¬ 
tin Pace of Warren County, 
where Vicksburg is located. 
“It is not.” 

The river will stay this high 
for a week or more here, and 
the level is not projected to 
sink back to normal until Au¬ 
gust. The worst of the flood¬ 
ing is also in store for the 
towns and small communities 
in southern Louisiana over the 
next week, and will stay there, 
too, for a long time. 

And still, the backwater that is 
already inundating the farm¬ 
land of the Mississippi Delta 
is continuing to rise to match 
the level of the river here, 
where the Yazoo River joins 
the Mississippi. 

A flight over the Delta on 
Wednesday revealed a vast 
caramel-colored ocean, flat 
as a tabletop, interrupted by 
treetops, deer stands, grain 
elevators and, occasionally, 
the roofs of farmhouses. State 
agricultural officials have es¬ 
timated that 1.2 million acres 
will be inundated, 600,000 of 
them farmland. □

Pity poor Tom Skinner, a top 
spokesman for the Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion who has been valiantly 
trying to interest reporters 
in a new study in the agen¬ 
cy’s Morbidity and Mortal¬ 
ity Weekly Report trumpet¬ 
ing “10 Great Public Health 
Achievements.” Unfortu¬ 
nately for Skinner, over at his 
agency’s public health blog, 
his colleagues were posting 
something that really got to 
the beating heart of morbidity 
and mortality: the first official 
CDC instructions on coping 
with a zombie apocalypse.

“Most other directors would 
have thrown me out,” Daigle 
said. “He said, ‘Let’s form a 
Zombie Task Force.’” 

The blog post went up on 
Monday. “A typical post gets 
1,000 hits,” Daigle said. “We 
got 10,000, then 30,000 on 


Tuesday, and then it crashed 
the server.” They found more 
server space, and the hits kept 
coming in - along with ex¬ 
pert advice, he said. For ex¬ 
ample: Never mind the food 
and the short-wave radio, but 
what about a baseball bat and 
a chainsaw? (You can’t kill 
zombies by shooting them in 
their unbeating hearts - you 
have to go for the head.) 

Khan said he was “gratified 
by the response - it’s nice to 
see that people understand 
that public health includes 
preparedness.” 

He would “leave it to law en¬ 
forcement” to give Americans 
advice on arming themselves.

US predicts 3 to 6 major Atlantic hurricanes

MIAMI (AP) — U S. govern¬ 
ment foreeasters announeed 
Thursday they expeet three to 
six major hurrieanes from an 
above average Atlantie storm 
season. 

No major hurrieane has made 
a U.S. landfall in five years, 
but the foreeasters warned 
U.S. eoastal residents that 
odds are diminished that they 
ean’t expeet a sixth straight 
year without a major landfall 
on either the Atlantie or Gulf 
eoasts. 

As many as 18 named tropi- 
eal storms may develop dur¬ 
ing the six-month Atlantie 
hurrieane season that begins 
June 1, aeeording to foreeast¬ 
ers at the National Oeean and 
Atmospherie Administration. 


Six to 10 of those storms eould 
strengthen into hurrieanes 
with top winds of at least 74 
mph (119 kph), the ageney 
said. Three to six eould be- 
eome major hurrieanes, with 
maximum winds of 111 mph 
(178 kph) and up. 

Last year’s hurrieane season 
was one of the busiest on re- 


eord with 19 named storms, 
ineluding 12 hurrieanes. 

The 2011 season was not ex- 
peeted to be as extreme, partly 
beeause oeean temperatures 
were only two degrees warm¬ 
er than normal, instead of four 
degrees warmer as they were 
last year, said NO A A admin¬ 
istrator Jane Lubeheneo. “We 


still expeet that to support an 
above average hurrieane sea¬ 
son,” Lubeheneo said. Also, 
a Paeifie Oeean weather phe¬ 
nomenon known as “La Nina” 
was expeeted to dissipate ear¬ 
ly in the summer before the 
season’s peak, typieally from 
August to Oetober, Lubehen¬ 
eo said. 

La Nina is an unusual eooling 
of the Paeifie waters near the 
equator. When its in effeet, 
wind shear over the Carib¬ 
bean Sea and tropieal Atlantie 
deereases, meaning that tropi¬ 
eal storms have a ehanee to 
develop and strengthen before 
being ripped apart. 

Foreeasters say La Nina 
helped make the 2010 season 
so aetive. 

The opposite El Nino phe¬ 
nomenon, whieh warms Paeif¬ 


ie waters near the equator and 
inereases wind shear over the 
Atlantie, helps suppress storm 
development. 

Nevertheless, atmospherie 
and marine eonditions indi¬ 
eating a high-aetivity era that 
began in 1995 eontinues and 
lingering La Nina impaets 
sueh as redueed wind shear 
are eondueive to a busy storm 
season, said Gerry Bell, lead 
seasonal hurrieane foreeaster 
at NOAA’s Climate Predietion 
Center in Washington. 

“We don’t think La Nina will 
be a player for mueh of the 
season, but that’s really see- 
ondary,” Bell said. 

“Conditions are already start¬ 
ing to be in plaee and we ex¬ 
peet them to develop, and 
that’s why we expeet an aetive 
season to be likely.”□ 



lawsuit alleges 
Iranian link te 9/11

Two defeetors from Iran’s intelligenee serviee have testified 
that Iranian offieials had “foreknowledge of the 9/11 attaeks,” 
aeeording to a eourt filing Thursday in a federal lawsuit in 
Manhattan that seeks damages for Iran’s “direet support for, and 
sponsorship of, the most deadly aet of terrorism in Ameriean 
history.” One of the defeetors also elaimed that Iran was 
involved in designing the attaeks, the filing said. The defeetors’ 
identities and testimony were not revealed in the filing but were 
being submitted to a judge under seal, said lawyers who brought 
the original suit against Iran on behalf of families of dozens of 
9/11 vietims. The suit’s allegation that Iran had foreknowledge 
of the attaeks is hard to assess fully, given that the defeetors’ 
testimony is being filed under seal. The suit eontends that Iran 
and Hezbollah, the Lebanese militant organization with elose 
ties to Tehran, helped al-Qaida in planning the attaeks on 
Sept. 11, 2001, and in faeilitating the hijaekers’ training and 
travel. After the attaeks, the suit eontends, Iran and Hezbollah 
helped al-Qaida operatives and their families to eseape, in some 
eases providing them with a safe haven in Iran. The question 
of an Iranian eonneetion to 9/11 was raised by the national 
9/11 eommission and has long been debated. Al-Qaida, whieh 
adheres to a radieal Sunni theology, routinely denounees the 
Shiite seet that holds power in Iran, and the terrorist network’s 
braneh in Iraq has often made Shiites targets of bombings. But 
intelligenee offieials have long believed there has been limited, 
wary eooperation between al-Qaida and Iran against the United 
States as a eommon enemy. The lawsuitA also names as 
defendants Iranian offieials and ministries, as well as Hezbollah, 
al-Qaida and the Taliban, among others. The families’ lawyers 
have asked for a default judgment against the defendants, whieh 
have not responded to the suit, or defended against it. Even if 
there were sueh a judgment, legal experts say it would not be 
easy to eolleet monetary damages.□

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Syria condemns U.S. sancflons on Assad

BEIRUT, Lebanon - The 

Syrian government con¬ 
demned on Thursday U.S. 
sanctions against President 
Bashar Assad and six of his 
top officials over the fero¬ 
cious crackdown on antigov¬ 
ernment protesters that hu¬ 
man rights activists say has 
killed at least 850 people. 

The Syrian state news agency 
said that the sanctions were 
“one in a series of sanctions 
imposed by the U.S. adminis¬ 
tration against the Syrian peo¬ 
ple as part of the U.S. regional 
policies serving Israel.” The 
report added that the move 
“would not affect Syria’s in¬ 
dependent choices and stead¬ 
fastness.” 

The U.S. imposition of 
sanctions on Wednesday 
represented an escalation 
of pressure on Assad’s 
government, which has de¬ 
tained thousands and 
deployed the army in at 
least four towns and cities 
across the country to 
crush dissent. 

Syria’s response came hours 
before President Barack 
Obama delivered a much- 
anticipated speech on the 
Middle East during which 
he warned Assad that Syria 
would face increasing isola¬ 
tion if he did not address his 
people’s calls for a transition

A resident of Tall Kalakh who 
wished to remain anonymous 
for fear of reprisal said that 
people there found 14 charred 
bodies that could not be iden¬ 
tified in a field. A video post¬ 
ed online, said to be from the 
town, showed people wrap¬ 
ping heavily burned bodies in 
plastic bags. 

Tall Kalakh is a town of 
70,000 people and known for 
smuggling, where most resi¬ 
dents are armed. Witnesses 
who fied to Lebanon reported 
gun battles between the Syri¬ 
an Army and armed residents. 
Syria has prevented most for¬ 
eign media from entering the 
country and there was no way 
to independently confirm wit¬ 
nesses’ reports. 

The U.S. sanctions came a 
day after Assad said that the 
unrest that has been roiling 
his country had come to an 
end. Protesters and opposition 
figures, however, dismissed 
the remarks, saying that pro¬ 
tests would not end until they 
realize their demands. □ 


to democracy. Obama, how¬ 
ever, did not explicitly call for 
Assad’s removal. 

The condemnation came as 
Syrian Army troops shelled 
Tall Kalakh, a town adjacent 
to the Lebanese border, kill¬ 
ing at least eight people and 
bringing the death toll since 
the assault on the town began 
last Saturday to 34, according 


to activists. 

“We heard gunfire early this 
morning coming from the 
Syrian side of the border,” a 
resident in Wadi Khaled, a 
Lebanese border area, said by 
phone. 

“Residents who fied Syria 
today said that all houses of 
those who fied in the past four 
days have been destroyed.” 


At least 35 killed in attack en Afghan read crew

KABUL, Afghanistan - Insurgents ambushed 
an Afghan construction crew working on 
a road project in southeastern Afghanistan 
early Thursday morning, leaving at least 35 
dead security guards, laborers and engineers 
scattered along the mountainous terrain. 
Security guards tried to fight off the attackers 
in a gunfight that lasted two hours in a remote 
part of Paktia province, local officials said. Of 
the 80 workers and guards at the construction 
camp, only eight are known to have escaped 
unharmed. Twenty were wounded, and 17 are 
missing, the officials said. 

The attack began around 2 a.m., about 30 miles 
east of the provincial capital, Gardez, in an 
area under the sway of the Haqqani network, a 
brutal offshoot of the Taliban. 

The group, based across the border in Pakistan’s 
tribal areas, has been responsible for attacks 
throughout eastern Afghanistan. In an email 


to reporters, the Taliban claimed responsibility 
for the attack without directly implicating the 
Haqqani network. 

An Afghan construction company, Glassco 
Sky, had the contract for the 27-mile project, 
which had been under way for about a year and 
a half, said Ruhullah Samon, a spokesman for 
the Paktia governor’s office. It was not known 
how many insurgents carried out the attack, but 
eight were killed by guards, Samon said. 

“It was a tragic incident,” he said. “It was really 
an unprecedented attack on road construction 
crew members.” 

Road crews largely financed by U.S. and 
international aid have long been targets for 
insurgents hoping to disrupt projects that are 
signs of government progress in the country. 
The crew attacked Thursday was working on a 
road not far from the Gardez-Khost Highway, 
a 64-mile project that has been one of the most 
troubled and costly transportation projects in 
Afghanistan. □ 


Yemeni leader, Saleh, 
refuses transfer deal

WASHINGTON - A renewed effort to resolve Yemen’s 
political crisis collapsed Wednesday after the Yemeni presi¬ 
dent, Ali Abdullah Saleh, again backed away from signing 
an agreement to transfer power, prompting Yemeni officials 
and analysts to warn that the stalemate could descend into 
factional violence. 

For weeks, Saleh and Yemen’s opposition alliance have 
haggled over the deal brokered by the six-nation Gulf Coop¬ 
eration Council that would end his 3 3-year rule in exchange 
for immunity from prosecution for him and his family. On 
Wednesday, there were reports that Saleh, after more than 
three months of protests calling for his ouster, was ready to 
sign. John O. Brennan, President Barack Obama’s senior 
counterterrorism adviser, called Saleh on Wednesday morn¬ 
ing and urged him to sign the deal, a White House statement 
said. 

But Saleh refused, saying three of the five people whose 
names were put forward by the opposition to sign the doc¬ 
ument were lower-level figures who could not be held ac¬ 
countable, according to a Yemeni official. 

The Gulf Cooperation Council’s representative left Yemen 
on Wednesday, according to Yemeni news reports. That led 
many Yemenis to speculate that the bloc was losing hope. 
“This basically closes the door for a peaceful transfer of 
power, unless something really unexpected takes place in the 
next couple of days,” said Abdul Ghani al-Iryani, a political 
analyst in Sana, the Yemeni capital.□

BENGHAZI, Libya (AP) — Moammar Gad¬ 
hafi’s forces rocketed rebel fighters Thursday 
in the formidable strongholds and training 
camps they have built up in the strategic moun¬ 
tain heights southwest of the Libyan capital, 
rebels said. The two sides appeared to be fight¬ 
ing for control of the two highways to the north 
and south of the Nafusa mountain range, which 
slices across the desert south of Tripoli to the 
western border with Tunisia. Rebels, in particu¬ 
lar, have used the road, bringing in supplies for 
camps to train fighters for what they hope will 
be a future push on the capital. 

NATO airstrikes resumed in Tripoli late Thurs¬ 


day. At least one appeared to hit a warship 
docked in the port, where fiames and smoke 
could be seen rising from the vessel. 

The shuddering airstrike could be heard as 
Libyan government spokesman Moussa Ibra¬ 
him spoke to reporters at a late-night news 
conference. He said that in a meeting Tuesday 
with Russian leaders, an envoy offered to with¬ 
draw Libyan fighters from cities if rebels do 
the same, as part of a peace deal. “We are even 
prepared to go as far as withdrawing our army 
from all Libyan cites and population centers,” 
he said. “This is a new offer.” Ibrahim said the 
offer was the furthest the government had gone 
since fighting broke out against the rebels. He 
said as part of the deal, NATO would also have 
to halt its strikes of Libyan targets.

Multiple blasts rock city in northeast Nigeria

MAIDUGURI, Nigeria (AP) — Multiple 
blasts have rocked a city in Nigeria’s restive 
northeast where a radical Muslim sect is ac¬ 
cused of a rash of targeted killings, authori¬ 
ties said. A spokesman for Nigeria’s National 
Emergency Management Agency said that the 
three blasts appear to have targeted police and 
military property between Wednesday night 
and Thursday morning in the city of Maiduguri 
in Bomo state. Yushau Shuaib said the agency 
was mobilizing response workers to come to 
the aid of people in three areas of the city. He 
said people were injured, but he did not say 
how many or if anyone had died. 

“The children were crying and we did not know 
where to go,” said Ibrahim Idrissa whose home 
was shaken by a blast that destroyed a patrol 


vehicle on Lagos Street at about 7 a.m. 

The police were not immediately available for 
comment but had blamed a radical sect locally 
known as Boko Haram for another blast last 
Saturday that killed two bystanders at a Mai¬ 
duguri bus stop. Boko Haram members have 
targeted police and clerics in a string of kill¬ 
ings over the last year. They have also attacked 
churches and engineered a massive prison 
break. Routine attacks mean that residents are 
subjected to searches at dozens of checkpoints. 
Motorcycle riders and car drivers have to come 
out of their vehicles, along with their passen¬ 
gers, and walk with their arms raised to prove 
weapons aren’t hidden in their clothing several 
times a day. 

But, the situation is deteriorating despite strict 
measures taken by security forces to stop the 
killings. 



African National Congress leading 
in South African vote

JOHANNESBURG - As votes were being counted Thurs¬ 
day in South Africa’s local elections, the governing African 
National Congress was once again steamrolling to victory, 
although not quite at its customary pace. 

With 90 percent of votes in, the ANC was ahead with 64 per¬ 
cent, down slightly from the 66 percent it won in the 2006 
local elections, according to the South African Press Associa¬ 
tion. And the party in second place, the Democratic Alliance, 
had raised its tally to 22 percent from 15 percent. 

Some commentators were calling the results a breakthrough 
for the DA, which many black South Africans consider a 
white people’s party. “The DA has cracked, if not broken, 
the white ceiling,” a political analyst, Allister Sparks, said on 
eNews, the South African all-news television channel. 
Ballots were still being counted in many of the nation’s 278 
municipalities, and official results will not be announced un¬ 
til Friday or Saturday. But both leading parties had reasons to 
cheer - and lament. 

The Democratic Alliance not only solidified its position as 
the leading opposition party, but it also fortified its hold in 
Western Cape province, where it handily won Cape Town 
and added several other municipalities to its control. Helen 
Zille, the DA’s leader, is the premier of the Western Cape, the 
only one of South Africa’s nine provinces without a black 
majority. 

In the run up to Wednesday’s vote, Zille tried to expand the 
party’s reach, campaigning in black townships considered to 
be ANC strongholds.□ 

UN Watch: 3 countries unqualified 
for council

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — Only 10 of 17 candidates to 
the U.N. Human Rights Council are fully qualified, a United 
Nations watchdog group said Thursday. 

U.N. Watch said that Nicaragua, Congo and Kuwait have 
poor rights records, making them unqualified to sit on the 
U.N.’s top human rights body. It encouraged the world’s na¬ 
tions not to include any of those three when it selects 15 new 
members for the 47-seat council on Friday. 

“Unfortunately some of the worst violators of human rights 
get elected” to the body, UN Watch Executive Director Hillel 
Neuer said at the group’s annual luncheon at U.N. headquar¬ 
ters on the eve of the vote. 

The Geneva-based advocacy group assessed the qualifica¬ 
tions of the countries using information and analysis from 
international reports by nongovernmental groups includ¬ 
ing Reporters Without Borders and Freedom House. It said 
candidates Burkina Faso, India, Indonesia, Philippines have 
questionable qualifications for council membership. 

It deemed the following candidates qualified: Austria, Benin, 
Botswana, Chile, Costa Rica, Czech Republic, Georgia, Italy, 
Peru, and Romania. The 192-member General Assembly will 
vote Friday on the latest slate of rotating council candidates. 
Kuwait announced Wednesday it will replace Syria as a pro¬ 
posed council member amid widespread opposition to Syria’s 
candidacy amid the ongoing crackdown by President Bashar 
Assad’s security forces. “Kuwait is far better than Syria, but 
it is not the best replacement,” Neuer said. □

China gives Pakistan 50 fighter jets

ISLAMABAD - China has agreed to immedi¬ 
ately provide 50 JF-17 fighter jets to Pakistan, 
a major outcome of a visit by Prime Minister 
Yousuf Raza Gilani to Beijing this week, Paki¬ 
stani officials said Thursday. 

China and Pakistan have jointly produced the 
JF-17 aircraft, but the new planes would be 
equipped with more sophisticated avionics, the 
officials said. The latest jet fighters would be 
paid for by China, they said. 

The announcement came as Pakistan’s already 
tense relations with the United States soured 
further after the killing of Osama bin Laden in¬ 
side Pakistan on May 2. 

Last week, Pakistan’s spy chief denounced the 
United States in a rare briefing before Parlia¬ 
ment in which he condemned the U.S. raid for 


breaching Pakistan’s sovereignty. Parliament, 
in turn, called for the government to revisit 
U.S. relations. Gilani’s visit to Beijing served 
as a pointed reminder of Pakistani suggestions 
that the government might seek to recalibrate 
U.S. relations, using China to offset what many 
here view as an overdependence on Washing¬ 
ton. The United States has provided Pakistan 
with some $20 billion in aid, mostly military, 
for its cooperation in fighting terrorism since 
the attacks of Sept. 11, 2001. Much of that aid 
has come in the form of reimbursements for 
Pakistani counterterrorism operations. 

Both the aid and the effectiveness of Pakistan’s 
cooperation have been called into question by 
the discovery that bin Laden had lived for years 
in a large compound adjacent to a top military 
academy in Abbottabad, a two-hour drive from 
the capital, Islamabad. □

Detained journalist reunites

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Getting smart on aid

One cost of the uproar over 
Greg Mortenson, and the al¬ 
legations that he fictionalized 
his school-building story in 
the best-selling book “Three 
Cups of Tea,” is likely to be 
cynicism about whether aid 
makes a difference. 

But there are also deeper 
questions about how best to 
make an impact - even about 
how to do something as sim¬ 
ple as get more kids in school. 
Mortenson and a number of 
other education organizations 
mostly build schools. That 
seems pretty straightforward. 
If we want to get more kids in 
school around the world, what 
could make more sense than 
building schools? 

How about deworming kids? 
But, first, a digression: a pae¬ 
an to economists. 

When I was in college, I ma¬ 
jored in political science. But 
if I were going through college 
today, Td major in econom¬ 
ics. It possesses a rigor that 
other fields in the social sci¬ 
ences don’t - and often great¬ 
er relevance as well. That’s 
why economists are shaping 
national debates about every¬ 
thing from health care to pov¬ 
erty, while political scientists 
often seem increasingly theo¬ 
retical and irrelevant. 
Economists are successful 
imperialists of other disci¬ 
plines because they have bet¬ 
ter tools. Educators know far 
more about schools, but econ¬ 
omists have used rigorous 
statistical methods to answer 
basic questions: Does having 
a graduate degree make one 
a better teacher? (Probably 
not.) Is money better spent 
on smaller classes or on bet¬ 
ter teachers? (Probably better 
teachers.) 

And, yes. I’m getting to de¬ 
worming. Hold your horses! 
Now we reach a central ques¬ 


tion for our age: How can we 
most effectively break cycles 
of poverty? For decades, we 
had answers that were mostly 
anecdotal or hot air. But, in¬ 
creasingly, we are now seeing 
economists provide answers 
that are rigorously field-test¬ 
ed, akin to the way drugs are 
tested in randomized con¬ 
trolled trials, yielding results 
that are particularly credible 
and persuasive. 

Professor Michael Kremer, 
a Harvard economist, helped 
pioneer randomized trials 
in antipoverty work. In the 
1990s, Kremer began study¬ 
ing how to improve education 
in Africa, trying different ap¬ 
proaches in randomly select¬ 
ed batches of schools. 

One intervention he tried was 
deworming kids - and bingo! 
In much of the developing 
world, most kids have intes¬ 
tinal worms, leaving them 
sick, anemic and more likely 
to miss school. Deworming 
is very cheap (a pill costing 
a few pennies) and, in the ex¬ 
periment he did with Edward 
Miguel, it resulted in 25 per¬ 
cent less absenteeism. Even 
years later, the kids who had 
been randomly chosen to be 
dewormed were earning more 
money than other kids. 
Kremer estimates that the cost 
of keeping a kid in school for 
an additional year by build¬ 
ing schools or by subsidizing 
school uniforms is more than 
$100, while by deworming 
kids, the cost drops to $3.50. 
(In a pinch, kids can usually 
go to “school” in a church or 
mosque without a uniform.) 
Look, school buildings are 
important, too. My wife and 
I built a school in Cambodia, 
and whether it’s our school 
or one of Greg Mortenson’s, 
they can make a big differ¬ 
ence. 

My point is that for years 
people have been arguing un¬ 
til they were blue in the face 
about how to help people 
- and, finally, we’re getting 
some reliable data suggesting 
how to do that. 

Another example: What’s 
the most cost-effective way 
to prevent HIV transmission 
in Africa? Most liberals fo¬ 
cus on condoms, and conser¬ 
vatives on abstinence-only 
programs. □

It’s about a mythi¬ 
cal kingdom that sends some 
of its young men to the remote 
tundra to live in perpetual celi¬ 
bacy and guard a 700-foot-tall 
wall of ice. Their reaction is 
very similar to the way Dan¬ 
iels looks when he talks about 
running for president. 

Daniels is apparently worried 
that a presidential run might 
prove embarrassing to his 
wife, who ditched him and the 
kids and ran off to California 
to marry a doctor and then 
later recanted everything and 
came back.

She arrived like a modern- 
day Cleopatra, smiling and 
waving down at her adoring 
masses from the top deck of a 
trolley, her blown-out tresses 
fluttering in the wind. “Lau¬ 
ren Bacall said, ‘It’s all about 
exits and entrances,”’ clucked 
Jennifer Lopez’s publicist as 
the star - Saran-wrapped in 
a sparkly gold jumpsuit - de¬ 
scended the trolley stairs and 
tottered atop perilously high 
heels toward a makeshift red 
carpet set up at the Grove, an 
outdoor mall in Los Angeles, 
where she was taping a seg¬ 
ment for “Extra.” 

Amid shrieks and iPhone 
flashes, Lopez climbed up on¬ 
stage and talked about her new 


album, “Love?” (Island Def 
Jam); about being a spokes¬ 
woman for L’Oreal; and about 
how to dress in her style for 
less. 

“It doesn’t have to be expen¬ 
sive,” she said brightly, as 
models sashayed across the 
stage in Lopez-inspired out¬ 
fits culled from the racks of 
Macy’s. 

Meet the new, user-friendly J. 
Lo, who is back to doing it all, 
only without the imperious at¬ 
titude that helped propel her to 
fame. In a few days she would 
fly to New York to introduce 


the new fashion lines that she 
and her husband, Marc Antho¬ 
ny, are designing for Kohl’s. 
Then she would return to L. A. 
for a flurry of events promot¬ 
ing “Love?” and her twice- 
a-week gig as a judge on the 
popular TV show “American 
Idol.” 

Until recently, Lopez’s ca¬ 
reer trajectory was mirrored 
by the infamous tumble she 
took while performing her 
recession-insensitive ode to 
$900 shoes, “Louboutins,” 
at the 2009 American Music 
Awards. She and Sony, her 
longtime record company, 
split up after several lackluster 
albums. Her film “The Back- 
Up Plan” missed the mark. 

But with “Idol,” which has 
25 million viewers, Lopez, 41 


and a former Fly Girl, has not 
only re-entered the public con¬ 
sciousness, but also modified 
the goddesslike persona that 
had become a liability. What¬ 
ever her protestations that she 
was Jenny From the Block, as 
her fame escalated in the early 
2000s, Lopez became known 
as a demanding diva, thanks in 
part to a music video in which 
she cavorted shamelessly, and 
half-nude, on a yacht with Ben 
Affleck, her boyfriend at the 
time (the couple ended their 
engagement in 2004). 

Today, Lopez is being praised 


for being a “nice,” construc¬ 
tive judge who, at this point, 
has shed more tears than any 


of the contestants. 

(When she said goodbye to 
Chris Medina, a young barista 
whose fiancee suffered a brain¬ 
damaging car accident just be¬ 
fore he auditioned for “Idol,” 
Lopez was so distraught that 
she had to be consoled by fel¬ 
low judges Randy Jackson and 
Steven Tyler.) “Right now, 
Jennifer is a celebrity of the 
people, and it’s a strat 
egy that is really, really work¬ 
ing for her,” said Peter Castro, 
deputy managing editor of 
People, which recently named 
Lopez The World’s Most 


Beautiful Woman. “Before, 
there was a huge distance with 
the American public.” 

Lopez, however, bats away 
the idea that there has been a 
makeover. 

“The person everyone’s get¬ 
ting to know on Tdol’ now is 
always the person I’ve been,” 
she said one recent evening, 
after a taping. 

She’d changed out of the 
Nina Ricci dress she’d worn 
on the show and was stretched 
out on a sofa in her trailer, 
swaddled in cream-colored 
cashmere. 

The only concession to 
flash: a pair of studded, yes, 
Louboutins. “I just think I 
went away for a while, and 
I’m being reintroduced to the 
public,” she went on. “And 
people who knew me from 
before are like: ‘Oh my God! 
I remember her!’ And then 
people who didn’t know me at 
all are just getting to know me 
for the first time. So I think it 
just feels brand new. It feels 
brand new to me, too, by the 
way. You know, this feels like 
my first album felt. It has that 
type of energy.” 

Well, maybe a little less ener¬ 
gy. Now the mother of 3-year- 
old twins (she said that she 
has no nanny and that family 
members take turns baby-sit¬ 
ting), Lopez insisted that she 
does not go as “full throttle” 
as she used to. 

“I know how to say ‘no’ now,” 
she said. “I say: ‘I’m tired. I 
can’t do this. I’m not doing 
that tomorrow.’ I have kids 
now, so my life is not com¬ 


pletely my own. 

They come first.” In an ad 
campaign for Gucci’s new 
children’s collection, she is 
featured playing with her kids 
on the beach - a stark con¬ 
trast from the severe S&M-ish 
shots she did for Louis Vuitton 
in 2003. Still, J. Lo is not ex¬ 
actly Donna Reed. 

“This is the woman who lays 
out three outfits for her kids 
and her husband every day be¬ 
fore she leaves,” said Lopez’s 
manager, Benny Medina. 

“Every day! She may not be 
there for breakfast, but by the 
time she leaves, they all have 
three different outfits.” 

Last spring, when Lopez was 
first asked to be a part of 
“Idol’s” post-Simon Cowell 
reboot, she initially dismissed 
the idea. Then she realized the 
schedule would keep her close 
to her family. 

“I love artists, working with 
them and collaborating with 
them, and this seemed like the 
ultimate way to do that,” she 
said. “And it has turned out to 
be that, even more than I ex¬ 
pected.” 

Although early chatter this 
season was focused on Tyler, 
the former Aerosmith front¬ 
man and another newcomer to 
the judging panel, these days 
it’s all about J. Lo - including, 
most importantly, what is she 
wearing? 

At a recent taping “Idol” tap¬ 
ing, during one commercial 
break, a chorus of young girls 
shouted out from the top of the 
bleachers: “J LO, WE LOVE 
YOUR SHOES!” □

NEW YORK (AP) — A 

former teammate of Lance 
Armstrong has told the “60 
Minutes” television program 
that he used performance-en¬ 
hancing drugs with the seven¬ 
time Tour de France winner to 
cheat in cycling races, includ¬ 
ing the Tour. 

Tyler Hamilton says Arm¬ 
strong took a blood-booster 
called EPO in the 1999 Tour 
and before the race in 2000 
and 2001. Armstrong won the 
race every year from 1999- 
2005. 

The interview with Hamilton 
was broadcast on the “CBS 
Evening News” on Thursday. 
Armstrong has steadfastly 
denied doping and has never 
failed a drug test. 

Federal investigators are prob¬ 
ing whether Armstrong and 
his former U.S. Postal team 
engaged in a systematic dop¬ 
ing program, which he denies.

Armstrong’s attorney Mark 
Fabiani said Hamilton “just 
duped the ‘CBS Evening 
News,’ ‘60 Minutes’ and Scott 
Pelley all in one fell swoop.” 
“Hamilton is actively seek¬ 
ing to make money by writ¬ 
ing a book, and now he has 
completely changed the story 
he has always told before so 
that he could get himself on 
‘60 Minutes’ and increase 
his chances with publishers,” 
Fabiani said in a statement. 
“But greed and a hunger for 
publicity cannot change the 
facts: Lance Armstrong is the 
most tested athlete in the his¬ 
tory of sports: He has passed 
nearly 500 tests over twenty 


years of competition.” 
Hamilton won a cycling gold 
medal at the 2004 Athens 
Olympics, but failed a drug 
test later. He was allowed to 
keep his medal, however, be¬ 
cause problems at a laboratory 
meant his backup ‘B’ sample 
could not be tested. 

Months later, he was caught 
blood doping and served a 
two-year ban which ended in 
2007. 

Hamilton returned to racing 
and won the 2008 U.S. road 
championship, but retired 
last year after admitting he 
took an antidepressant that 
contained the banned steroid 
DHEA. He was officially 
banned from cycling for eight 
years, and has since founded 
Tyler Hamilton Training, a 
company that helps coach all 
levels of cyclists.□

James owns crunch time

CHICAGO - Right from the 
start, LeBron James made it 
elear he was going to attaek 
and no one was going to stop 
him. 

Point taken. 

James eame up big down the 
streteh with nine of his 29 
points in the final 4:27, Dwy- 
ane Wade added 24 and the 
Miami Heat beat the Chieago 
Bulls 85-75 Wednesday night 
to tie the Eastern Conferenee 
finals at one game apieee. 

“It was a big game,” James 
said. “We felt like it was a 
must win for us going baek 
home.” 

The Heat ean breathe a little 
easier after eseaping with a 
win and stealing home-eourt 
advantage. Coming off a lop¬ 
sided loss in Game 1, they 
reeovered in eruneh time — 
thanks in large part to James 
— after blowing an 11-point 
lead. 

Game 3 is Sunday in Miami. 
James shook off a brutal 
opener and took over late 
in the fourth, starting with 
a 3-pointer that put Miami 
ahead for good at 76-73. He 
also had 10 rebounds despite 
a head eold, and Miami out- 
rebounded the Bulls 45-41 af¬ 
ter getting pounded 45-33 on 
the glass in the opener. 

“That fourth quarter is going 


to epitomize this entire se¬ 
ries,” Heat eoaeh Erik Spoel- 
stra said. “It’s an absolute 
street fight for both teams.” 

It was a big turnaround for 
James after he managed only 
15 points on 5-for-15 shoot¬ 
ing while being harassed by 
Luol Deng in Game 1. Wade, 
eoming off an 18-point per- 
formanee in the opener, also 
had nine rebounds for Miami. 
Miami reserve Udonis Has- 
lem, whom Spoelstra ealled 
“an absolute ehampionship 
warrior,” provided a spark 
with 13 points, and the Heat 
beat the Bulls for the first time 
this season even though Chris 
Bosh seored just 10 points af¬ 
ter pouring in 30 in the opener. 
“We got that one that we need¬ 
ed,” Wade said. “Now, we go 
home and we’ve got to take 
eare of business. This team 
right here is like us. They ean 
win at home and on the road.” 
Derriek Rose led Chieago 
with 21 points, only two of 
those eoming in the fourth 
quarter. Deng, the only other 
Bulls player in double figures, 
added 13 but had just four af¬ 
ter the opening period. 

Joakim Noah had nine points 
and eight rebounds, and Taj 
Gibson provided a spark in 
the fourth with all of his eight 
points.

bounds and sat out the final 
16:21. 

“We let one go, but it’s a tied 
series,” Deng said. “It’s not 
the end of the world.

They 
were 3 of 20 from 3-point 
range and 16 of 26 at the foul 
line.

“We played a low-energy of¬ 
fense, a low-energy defense 
and the result was not good,” 
coach Tom Thibodeau said.

Gibson delivered a slam over

James put back his own miss 
and nailed a 20-footer to make 
it 84-75 with 47 seconds left.

That’s nothing compared to 
what San Jose tough guy Ben 
Eager was saying. 

Bieksa scored the go-ahead 
goal on a rare breakaway with 
8 minutes left in the second 
period, and answered a chal¬ 
lenge to fight by pounding on 
San Jose forward Patrick Mar- 
leau 6 minutes later. 

That angered Eager, which 
led to a run of undisciplined 
third-period penalties that the 
Canucks quickly turned into 
a 7-3 rout of the Sharks on 
Wednesday night.

NEW YORK (AP) — NBC 

Sports Group Chairman Dick 
Ebersoi, who helped launch 
“Saturday Night Live” then 
later established the network 
as the home of the Olympics, 


has resigned. 

Richard Carrion, the IOC 
executive board member 
who negotiates U.S. rights, 
told The Associated Press on 
Thursday that Comcast CEO 
Brian Roberts confirmed the 
departure to him. 


“He assured me they are 100 
percent committed to the 
Olympics and the rights pro¬ 
cess,” Carrion said. 

“It comes as a complete sur¬ 
prise,” he added. 

A person with knowledge of 
the decision told the AP it 
came because of a contract 
dispute and did not involve 
the network’s bid for the 
broadcasting rights to upcom¬ 
ing games under its new part¬ 
nership with Comcast. 

The person spoke on condi¬ 
tion on anonymity because 
the resignation had not yet 
been announced. 

Ebersoi’s decision was first 
reported by The New York 
Times. 

In 1975, as NBC’s director 
of weekend late night pro¬ 
gramming, Ebersoi and Lome 
Michaels conceived and de¬ 
veloped “Saturday Night 
Live.”

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Experts question usefulness of longevity’ blood tests

Want to know how long you will live? 
Blood tests that seek to tell people their 
biological age - possibly offering a clue 
to their longevity or how healthy they 
will remain - are now going on 
sale. 

But contrary to various recent 
media reports, the tests cannot 
specify how many months or 
years someone can expect to 
live. Some experts say the tests 
will not provide any useful in¬ 
formation. 

The tests measure telomeres, 
which are structures on the tips 
of chromosomes that shorten as 
people age. 

Various studies have 
shown that people with 
shorter telomeres in their 
white blood cells are more 
likely to develop illnesses 
like cancer, heart disease 
and Alzheimer’s disease, 
or even to die earlier. 

Studies in mice have 
suggested that extending 
telomeres lengthens lives.

— I was honored to receive the 
Women in Leadership Award, 
private sector, from the Ex¬ 
ecutive Women of the Palm 
Beaches.

A few weeks before, her fa¬ 
ther-in-law, 88 years old, was 
diagnosed with metastatic 
melanoma.

They went on the Internet 
and found out that some 
patients diagnosed with 
metastatic melanoma have 
a genetic predisposition to 
it. They have something 
called the BRAE gene. Not 
to be confused with the 
BRCA, another gene that 
can also predispose to 
melanoma as well as breast 
and ovarian cancer, the 
BRAE gene is part of a 
complex pathway that 
leads to melanoma. 

Essentially, there are growth 
factors that attach to the cell 
wall and activate a factor 
called RAS. In turn BRAF 
controls the effect of RAS 
on another set of enzymes 
that controls cell growth and 
proliferation. When there is a 
substitution of one amino acid 
on BRAF the entire system is 
thrown off This leads to un¬ 
controlled stimulation of the 
cell and eventually cancer. At 
least 50 percent of metastatic 
melanoma patients have the 
BRAF mutation.

Amazon says e-book sales 
surpass printed books 


NEW YORK (AP) — Ama¬ 
zon.com Inc. on Thursday 
said that, after less than four 
years of selling electronic 
books, it’s now selling more 
of them than printed books. 
The online retailer said that 
since April 1, it has sold 105 
e-books for every 100 print¬ 
ed books, including printed 
books for which there is no 
electronic edition. 

The comparison excludes free 
e-books, which would tip the 
scales further if they were in¬ 
cluded. 


Printed books include both 
hardcover and paperback 
books. Amazon said in July 
that e-book sales had out¬ 
stripped hardcover sales. It’s 
now selling three times as 
many e-books as it did a year 
ago. Analysts estimate that 
Amazon accounts for about 
two-thirds of U.S. e-book 
sales. Amazon also said the 
latest and cheapest version 
of its Kindle e-book reading 
device is the best-seller of the 
line, five weeks after it was

Appeals court reverses Couptrywide suit dismissal

The move by a panel of the California 2nd District Court of Ap¬ 
peal reverses the decision by a Superior Court judge in Los An¬ 
geles last year. That court threw out the complaint on grounds 
that a state court had no jurisdiction to hear the case, citing the 
U.S. Securities Act. 

In the ruling issued Wednesday, the appeals court disagreed, 
concluding such a complaint could be heard in state court. 

The decision allows the case to proceed. 

The investors claim Countrywide had false or misleading state¬ 
ments in documentation for the mortgage-backed securities that 
they bought from the lender between 2005 and 2007.

Siemens pays Areva $925M ever nuke business 

BERLIN (AP) — Germany’s Siemens AG says it must pay 
France’s Areva NP compensation of €648 million ($925 mil¬ 
lion) plus interest payments over abandoning a joint venture to 
build nuclear power plants. 

Siemens said the International Chamber of Commerce ruled 
Thursday that it has not fully lived up to its contractual duties 
with Areva. The charge will affect the earnings of the current 
quarter. 

Siemens earlier this month reported a higher profit for its fiscal 
second-quarter due to a gain of €1.52 billion from selling its 
joint venture stake to Areva. 

Siemens in 2009 pulled out of the project amid complaints that 
its minority shareholding didn’t give it enough say. The com¬ 
pany then announced it would join Russia’s Rosatom to devel¬ 
op nuclear reactors, but that deal has been on hold pending the

WASHINGTON - The num¬ 
ber of people applying for 
unemployment benefits fell 
sharply for the second straight 
week, suggesting the job mar¬ 
ket is slowly recovering. 
Applications for benefits 
dropped 29,000 last week to a 
seasonally adjusted 409,000, 
the Labor Department said. 
The four-week average, a less 
volatile measure, rose slightly 
to 439,000. It was the sixth 
straight increase. 

The declines come after ap¬ 
plications spiked last month 
to an eight-month high of 
474,000. The increase was 
largely because of temporary 
factors. Still, it lifted applica¬ 
tions nearly 100,000 higher 
than February’s three-year 
low of 375,000 — a level typ¬ 
ically consistent with sustain¬ 
able job growth. 

Weekly applications peaked 
during the recession at 
659,000. Economists said 
they were encouraged to see 
applications declining again. 
But many said they would 
feel more optimistic about the 
job market when applications 
fall below 400,000. 

“It will likely take several 
weeks before this average 
falls back below 400,000 and 


there is a risk that flooding in 
the Mississippi area could dis¬ 
tort the claims data in the next 
one or two reports,” said John 
Ryding, an economist at RDQ 
Economics. Labor Depart¬ 
ment analysts said the jump 


two weeks ago was largely 
the result of an unexpected in¬ 
crease in layoffs at New York 
schools.

DENVER - This Memorial 
Day weekend Americans will be 
skipping the souvenir T-shirt. 
More travelers are expected to 
hit the road than have since the 
Great Recession. But they’ll be 
keeping a tight grip on their wal¬ 
lets thanks to higher gas prices. 
The typical family plans to spend 
$692, a decrease of 14 percent 
from last year’s $809. 

“You’ll see people eating sand¬ 
wiches out the cooler instead of 
going into a restaurant,” says 
Susanne Pelt, spokeswoman for 
the South of the Border roadside 
attraction in South Carolina. 
AAA projects 34.9 million 
Americans will travel 50 miles 
or more from home — a slight 
increase of 100,000 travelers 


from last year and the highest 
number since 2007. But those 
who do make the journey will 
be spending a lot less, AAA and 
its survey partner IHS Global 
Insight say, based on interviews 
with 325 Americans who plan to 
travel for the holiday. 

Rising gas prices are on the 
minds of 40 percent of travel¬ 
ers, with many planning to take 
shorter trips or otherwise con¬ 
serve money. That might mean 
picking a Holiday Inn Express 
over a Holiday Inn or driving to 
a free beach instead of an amuse¬ 
ment park. But most refuse to 
abandon their vacation altogeth¬ 
er. “Americans really believe 
a vacation is a right,” says Jo¬ 
seph A. Mclnemey, CEO of the 
American Hotel & Lodging As¬ 
sociation. “It’s not a luxury.” 
And it’s not just higher gas prices 


that families have to deal with. 
Rates at AAA three diamond ho¬ 
tels are expected to increase 5 
percent from a year ago to $148 
a night. Cheaper two diamond 
properties are up 10 percent to 
$109. 

“We are seeing some folks who 
are saying they have to pinch 
pennies to make the trip,” says 
Paula Werne, spokeswoman for 
Holiday World in the southern 
Indiana town of Santa Claus. 
With the stock market up and 
the economy generally better 
than a year ago, not everybody is 
scrimping and saving. 

AAA predicts that 2.93 million 
people will board an airplane 
over the Memorial Day week¬ 
end, up 11.5 percent from last 
year despite higher airfares. 
The airlines have hiked airfares 
seven times since the start of the 


year. The average cost of a ticket 
is up more than 10 percent from 
last year. 

That spike in air travel has also 
driven up the total distance fami¬ 
lies are expected to travel to 792 
miles. That’s 27 percent greater 
than last year’s average travel 
distance of 626 miles. 

Increased air travel is a sign 
that people at the higher end of 
the income scale are faring bet¬ 
ter. Those with incomes above 
$50,000 a year make up 69 per¬ 
cent of those who plan to travel, 
according to AAA. Last year, 
they were just 58 percent of the 
total. The reason: higher gas 
prices take up a larger share of 
lower-income families’ house¬ 
hold budgets. As Memorial Day 
weekend approaches, pump

NEW YORK (AP) — In a 

recent episode of “30 Rock,”

Jack,” chastised Donaghy 
for allowing an intended six- 
month stop in TV to turn into 


five years, leaving him stalled 
and no longer a “shark.” “You 
don’t even know what a shark 
is anymore!” exclaimed the al¬ 
ternate Donaghy. The episode 
played artfully with Baldwin’s 
own career ambitions, which 
didn’t include sitcom stardom 
until Tina Fey’s “30 Rock” 
came along. 

Now, though, Baldwin is con¬ 
templating his exit from “30 


Rock.” He has one season left 
on his contract with NBC and 
has said he will leave at that 
point. 

“That’s pretty much all I think 
about right now,” said Bald¬ 
win in a recent interview. 
“To finish the show. I’m go¬ 
ing to do this year then start 
thinking about what I want 
to do next. It’s the big ques¬ 
tion. It’s been a great experi¬ 
ence, and I’ve loved doing the 
show. It changed my life. I’ll 
never have it this good again, 
I know that. But I know that 
I’ve got to do something dif¬ 
ferent, try something differ¬ 
ent. I don’t know what that’s 
going to be.” 

This summer, Baldwin will be 
shooting Woody Allen’s next 
film, to be shot in Rome, as 
well as the big screen adapta¬ 
tion of the Broadway musical 
“Rock of Ages” and the indie 
drama “Hick.” 


Though Baldwin, 53, 
worked primarily in mov¬ 
ies before ^^30 Rock” and 
has since worked in such 
films as 2009’s ^^It’s Com¬ 
plicated,” he says he won’t 
necessarily return to that 
path. 


“When I go back into the 
world to go to work, I don’t 
know how likely I would be to 
(make movies). This is some¬ 
thing I can’t answer now,” 


says Baldwin. 

“But if I want to do something 
after that, I don’t know if that 
would be another series on 
television — I doubt I would 
do that. Just to go to work, 
maybe I would do films again. 
But it’s difficult because films 
are hard. 

“I look at romantic comedies 
and independent films, quirky 
comedies, and I think I don’t 
really appreciate them that 
much. And all of this is as a 
result of doing ‘30 Rock,’ be¬ 
cause I’ve really been com¬ 


pletely tainted by the people 
I work with because they’re 
so funny. ... It’s tough to find 
something that’s really, really 
well written.” 

Baldwin has an interest in 
politics and regularly blogs 
for the Huffington Post. But 
he hasn’t run for office him¬ 
self because he notes that the 
top New York State offices are 
safe Democratic seats that he 
wouldn’t want to challenge. 

“It would be easier for me to 
run if I moved — California or 
Connecticut or somewhere. □

CANNES, France (AP) — Danish filmmaker 
Lars von Trier was booted out of the Cannes 
Film Festival for a bizarre, rambling news 
conference in which he said he sympathizes 
with Adolf Hitler. The comments had ignited 
shock from the moment they spilled out of 
the director’s mouth, causing Kirsten Dunst, 
an actress in his film “Melancholia,” to lean 
over and whisper to von Trier, “Oh my God, 
this is terrible.” Festival President Gilles Ja¬ 
cob said Thursday von Trier had been banned 
from the rest of this year’s festival, although he 
would not elaborate if the filmmaker might be 
allowed back in the future. It was an unprec¬ 
edented move by the festival, which in 2000 
had bestowed its highest honor on von Trier’s 
earlier film, “Dancer in the Dark.” 

The filmmaker’s comments had “stained the 
reputation for the festival” and its 28-member 
board of directors felt it had to respond, Jacob 
said. Von Trier’s current film “Melancholia” 


remains in competition for all Cannes prizes 
— including the top Palme d’Or award — but 
if it wins any he will not be allowed to attend 
Sunday’s closing ceremony. 

At a news conference for the film Wednesday, 
von Trier spoke about his German heritage, and 
in a rambling speech said he understood and 
sympathized with Hitler. The director said af¬ 
terward he had been joking and later issued an 
apology. Thierry Fremaux, the general director 
at Cannes, said von Trier told festival officials 
that he “accepts the punishment.” 

“He’s upset by this matter,” Fremaux said. “He 
recognized that the festival had to take a firm 
position in regards to his comments.” 

Jacob said the board considered throwing 
“Melancholia” out of the festival but it de¬ 
cided to “distinguish between the work and 
the person.’’The decision should not affect the 
nine-member jury’s deliberations, Fremaux 
said, adding, they “must judge the films in all 
sovereignty according to whatever criteria they

Katie Couric ends her run at CBS News 

NEW YORK (AP) — Katie Couric, to become the first wom¬ 
an to be sole anchor of a U.S. network evening newscast, has 
signed off as “CBS Evening News” anchor after nearly five 
years. Couric ended her last evening newscast on Thursday by 
telling viewers: “Thank you so much for coming along with me 
on this incredible journey.” 

CBS had high hopes when it lured Couric from NBC’s “To¬ 
day” morning show in 2006. After an initial burst of curiosity, 
viewers went elsewhere. Although the newscast won awards, 
it could never climb out of third place in the ratings. Couric 
leaves without announcing her plans. She’s negotiating with 
ABC about hosting a daytime talk show and doing work for its 
news division. □ 

Rapper B.G. iPHicted or gup, coospiracy charges 

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — A federal grand jury has indicted 
New Orleans rapper B.G. on gun and conspiracy charges. U.S. 
Attorney Jim Letten says according to Thursday’s indictment, 
the 30-year-old rapper, whose real name is Christopher Dorsey, 
faces two counts of being a felon in possession of a firearm and 
one count of conspiracy to obstruct justice. 

If convicted, Dorsey faces up to 10 years in prison and a 
$250,000 fine on the gun charges and up to 20 years and a 
$250,000 fine on the conspiracy charge. It was not immediately 
known whether Dorsey had an attorney and a telephone listing 
could not be found for him. B.G. is probably best known for 
1999’s hit “Bling Bling.”Q 

Kate Gosselin ordered to pay counselor $10K 

HAZLETON, Pennsylvania (AP) — A northeastern Penn¬ 
sylvania judge says reality TV star Kate Gosselin must pay a 
local marriage therapist more than $10,000 in a dispute over 
counseling. Sylvia Lafair contends she fiew to Los Angeles at 
Gosselin’s request to counsel her and then-husband Jon Gos¬ 
selin in March 2009. The pair starred in “Jon and Kate Plus 
8” before divorcing. Lafair sued last year after Kate Gosselin 
didn’t pay for the services or travel. Gosselin testified last week 
that she never had a contract with Lafair, who heads Creative 
Energy Options in White Haven, Pa. Gosselin lives about 50 
miles away in Sinking Spring. Magisterial District Judge Gerald 
Leissner ruled May 13 that Gosselin must pay Lafair’s company 
about $10,300. Gosselin’s attorney tells The Standard-Speaker 
of Hazleton that he appealed on Tuesday.^ 
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More artists sue Universal Music

Two months after Eminem’s 
producers won a case against 
the Universal Music Group 
over how royalties are com¬ 
puted for digital music, more 
artists have followed with 
complaints that they are owed 
what may amount to millions 
of dollars in unpaid earnings. 
Last month, the estate of Rick 
James sued Universal, and 
on Wednesday, Rob Zombie, 
White Zombie, Whitesnake 
and Dave Mason - four prom¬ 
inent rock acts whose work 
spans decades - filed a class- 
action suit against Universal 
in U.S. District Court in San 
Francisco. 

In all of these cases, the art¬ 
ists or their associates say that 
their record company violated 


their contracts by counting 
a digital download as a sale 
instead of a licensing, which 
would result in a substantially 
higher royalty. 

Recording contracts vary, but 
most artists get a royalty of 10 
to 15 percent for the sale of a 
CD, minus many deductions, 
while licenses pay a royalty 
of 50 percent and may not be 
subject to the same deduc¬ 
tions. 

The class-action suit accuses 
Universal, the world’s larg¬ 
est music company, of unfair 
business practices by know¬ 
ingly miscalculating royalties. 
The suit claims the label “ana¬ 
lyzed internally the financial 
consequences of its miscon¬ 
duct and cast it in terms of the 
additional profit to be made by 
UMG by avoiding its contrac¬ 


tual obligations.” 

A spokesman for Universal 
said in a statement: “This 
complaint suffers from seri¬ 
ous fiaws and weaknesses, 
not the least of which is that 
the claims asserted are not ap¬ 
propriate for class treatment. 
We will vigorously defend 
against it.” 

Entertainment lawyers say 
that more suits may be com¬ 
ing against Universal and oth¬ 
er labels. 

The cases reveal a contractual 
technicality of little concern a 
decade ago that is now signifi¬ 
cant with the growth of digital 
music. 

In contracts signed before the 
early 2000s, there was often 
no provision for digital sales, 
and in these and other suits, 
lawyers have argued that sales 
from iTunes and other retail¬ 
ers should fall into the catego¬ 
ry of a license. 

Last year, in the Eminem 
case, a federal court agreed; 
in March, the Supreme Court 
refused to hear an appeal, let¬ 
ting the lower court’s ruling 
stand. 

The class-action suit filed this 
week seeks unspecified dam¬ 
ages, although it also includes 
some estimates of how much 
more it wants Universal to 
pay. 

“A decent rule of thumb is 
that for every dollar UMG 
actually accounts for and 
pays,” the complaint says, “it 
should be accounting for and 
paying or crediting anywhere 
between two and three (or 
more) dollars.” □

Harry Coover, Super Glue’s 
Inventor, Dies at 94 

The man who invented Super Glue, died on 
Saturday night at his home in Kingsport, Tenn. 

He was 94. The eause was congestive heart 
failure, his daughter. Dr. Melinda Coover Paul, 
said. Dr. Coover first happened upon the super- 
sticky adhesive — more formally known as 
cyanoacrylates — by accident when he was 
experimenting with acrylates for use in clear 
plastic gun-sights during World War II. He gave 
up because they stuck to everything they touched. 

In 1951, a researcher named Fred Joyner, who 
was working with Dr. Coover at Eastman 
Kodak’s laboratory in Tennessee, was 
testing hundreds of compounds looking for a 
temperature-resistant coating for jet cockpits. 

When Mr. Joyner spread the 910th compound on the list between two 
lenses on a refractometer to take a reading on the velocity of light through 
it, he discovered he could not separate the lenses. His initial reaction was 
panic at the loss of the expensive lab equipment. “He ruined the machine,” 
Dr. Paul said of the refractometer. “Back in the ’50s, they cost like $3,000, 
which was huge.” But Dr. Coover saw an opportunity. Seven years later, the 
first incarnation of Super Glue, called Eastman 910, hit the market. In the 
name of science, Mr. Joyner was not punished for destroying the 
equipment, Dr. Paul said. Not long after. Dr. Coover made an appearance on 
the television show “I’ve Got a Secret,” which starred Garry Moore as the 
host. Dr. Coover’s secret was that he had invented Super Glue, and he was 
asked to demonstrate what it could do. A metal bar was lowered onto the 
stage, and Dr. Coover used a dab of the glue to connect two metal parts 
together. Then, his daughter said, he grabbed hold of one and was raised in 
the air on the strength of his invention. “Then Garry Moore jumped on, 
too!” she said. “And this is live television. But it worked. It absolutely 
worked.” Nonetheless, Kodak was never able to capitalize commercially on 
Dr. Coover’s discovery. It sold the business to National Starch in 1980. 

Dr. Coover was bom in Newark, Del., on March 6, 1917. (Some sources 
report that he was bom in 1919, but his daughter said 1917 was correct.) He 
studied chemistry at Hobart College and then received a master’s degree 
and a Ph.D. in chemistry from Cornell University. He worked at the 
Eastman Kodak Company until he retired and then worked as a consultant. 
In 2004, he was inducted into the National Inventors Hall of Fame.

Japan eartiiquake could raise concerns elsewhere

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Scientists sifting through data 
from the great Japan earth¬ 


quake in Mareh are uneover- 
ing surprises that may raise 
eoneems nearby. Researeh- 
ers led by Mark Simons of the 
California Institute of Teeh- 


nology are urging elose moni¬ 
toring of seismie aetivity in 
the Ibaraki region immediate¬ 
ly south of the spot where the 
most reeent quake oeeurred. 


They are not predieting anoth¬ 
er quake, Simons stressed in a 
telephone interview. But the 
area where the deadly Mareh 
temblor stmek “was believed 


by many to be not likely to 
produee a big quake, and that 
was wrong.” So that raises 
questions about other, similar 
regions, he said. “We learned 
we have to be mueh more sus- 
pieious about what we know 
for sure, and more explieit 
about what we don’t know,” 
Simons said. Monitoring the 
region will give seientists 
elues to the movement of the 
undersea plates that slipped in 
the quake. Simons’ eomments 
eame as the journal Sei- 
enee was publishing a series 
of teehnieal papers in its on¬ 
line edition Thursday, with 
data from the 9.0 magnitude 
Tohoku-Oki quake Mareh 
11. The quake and follow¬ 
ing tsunami are believed to 
have killed more than 24,500 
people. Poliee reported last 
week that 15,019 were dead 
and 9,506 were still listed as 
missing. In addition, radiation 
leaks at the Fukushima nuele- 
ar power plant have foreed 
80,000 people living within a 
12-mile (20-kilometer) radius 
of the faeility to leave their 
homes for an indefinite time. 
David Wald, a seismologist at 
the U.S. Geologieal Survey, 
said that turning attention now 
to the nearby Ibaraki region 
makes sense. “Adjaeent seg¬ 
ments are always a eoneem 
after a large event,” he said. 
“And Ibaraki is eloser to To¬ 
kyo,” added Wald, who was 
not part of Simons’ team. 
While the new report raises 
eoneem about the area next to 
the mpture zone, the issue also 
extends globally, said Thorne 
Lay, an earthquake expert and 
professor at the University of 
California, Santa Cmz. “There 
are many regions for whieh 
the history of earthquake oe- 
eurrenee is very poorly doeu- 
mented,” he said. “We have a 
long reeord for Japan relative 
to most regions, but even there 
we got surprised.”□

Se eleva a 10 desaparecidas 
por deslave en Colombia 

COLOMBIA (AP) - Las autoridades informaron el jueves 
que se elevo a 10 el niimero de personas desaparecidas por un 
deslave de tierras y rocas registrada el miercoles en el noro- 
este de Colombia como consecuencia de las Iluvias que azo¬ 
tan la region. El deslave, producto de la crecida de las aguas 
de un riachuelo, afecto al menos cinco barrios y destruyo 20 
viviendas en el municipio de San Vicente de Chucuri, en el 
departamento de Santander y a unos 262 kilometros al nor- 
este de Bogota, asegurd Emilce Suarez, alcaldesa del lugar. 
Inicialmente las autoridades dijeron que el alud provoco la 
muerte de un nino y otras siete estaban desaparecidas, pero 
tras averiguar entre las familias afectadas, la cantidad se 
elev6 a 10 personas. 

“En este momento hay un gmpo de rescate buscando a estas 
10 personas —entre ninos, adultos, y jovenes—, pero con la 
creciente y la fuerza que llevaba esa quebrada no creemos 
que las vidas de ellos scan faciles de rescatar” o que sigan 
con vida, indico Suarez en entrevista telefonica. El direc¬ 
tor del hospital de San Vicente de Chucuri, doctor Gustavo 
Gomez, dijo que la vispera recibieron a 19 personas heridas, 
de las cuales cuatro fueron enviadas a Bucaramanga, capi¬ 
tal del departamento y a unos 300 kil6metros al noreste de 
Bogota, por la gravedad de sus heridas.□ 

Pobreza en Peru disminuye en 17% 

PERU (AP) - La pobreza en Peru registrd una reduccidn 
acumulada del 17,4% en los liltimos cinco anos, informo 
el jueves el Instituto Nacional de Estadistica e Informatica 
(INEI). El informe indic6 que en 2010 el indice de pobreza 
fue del 31,5%, inferior al registrado el ano anterior de 34,8%. 
Asimismo, la pobreza extrema se redujo de 11,5% en 2009 
a 9,8% en 2010, segiin los resultados del estudio “Evolucidn 
de la Pobreza en el Peni al 2010”, divulgado el jueves, y 
elaborado por el INEI con la cooperacion del Banco Mundial 
y otras instituciones intemacionales. 

“En los cinco anos transcurridos se ha logrado hasta el mo¬ 
mento reducir la pobreza en 17%, un tema verdaderamente 
importante para nuestro pais”, destac6 el presidente Alan 
Garcia en declaraciones a reporteros. 

“En otras palabras, de cada cien peruanos que eran pobres 
al comienzo de mi gobierno, 35 han dejado de serlo... todo 
esto creo que es una excelente noticia para el pais”, senalo. 
El informe tambien indico que entre 2001 y 2010 la pobreza 
disminuyd en 23,5%, de 54,8% a 31,3%, y la pobreza ex¬ 
trema en el mismo periodo se contrajo en 14,6%. Entre otros 
datos, el informe revel6 tambien que entre 2009 y 2010 la 
pobreza urbana disminuyd de 21,1% a 19,1%, mientras que 
en las areas rurales se redujo de 60,3% a 54,2%.□

Congreso aprneba acuetdo de 
li'mnes maritimos con Ecuador

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PERU (AP) - El Congreso de Peru aprobd 
el acuerdo de limites maritimos suscrito con 
Ecuador y el canciller Jose Antonio Garcia 
Belaunde adelantd el jueves que el instru- 
mento sera parte del expediente peruano en el 
contencioso maritimo con Chile ante la Corte 
Internacional de Justicia de La Haya. 

El pleno del Congreso aprobd el miercoles en 
la noche por unanimidad el acuerdo de limites 
maritimos con Ecuador que file firmado el 2 
de mayo y que establece de forma definitiva la 
frontera maritima entre ambos paises. 

Ademas aprobd una ley que adecua la ley de 
Lineas de Base del Dominio Maritimo del Peru 
al acuerdo de limites maritimos con Ecuador. 
El canciller dijo que Peru incluira este acuerdo 
en su expediente en la demanda ante La Haya, 
pero antes dijo se deberan cumplir algunas 
“formalidades” como inscribir el instrumento 
ante las Naciones Unidas. 

“Ya hemos cumplido la formalidad de la rati- 
ficacibn por el parlamento peruano, ahora ten- 
emos que intercambiar notificaciones con el 
Ecuador... y luego, tal como senala el mismo 
acuerdo, vamos a ir a Naciones Unidas a in- 
scribirlo. Una vez que hayamos hecho eso ya 
presentaremos en La Haya el documento”, de- 
clar6 el canciller en entrevista con la emisora 
Radioprogramas. 

Garcia Belaunde destaco que la ratificacibn del 
acuerdo por el Congreso evidencia el “alto niv- 
el de inteligencia, integracibn y entendimiento” 
existente con Ecuador, refiierza la posicibn pe¬ 
ruana en el contencioso maritimo con Chile y 
ademas descarta la intervencibn de Ecuador en 
ese proceso. 

Peru demandb a Chile en enero de 2008 ante 
La Haya alegando la inexistencia de limites 
maritimos. Chile respondib que los limites es- 
tan establecidos en los tratados intemacionales 
de 1952 y 1954, tambien suscritos por Ecuador, 
pero Peru sostiene que aquellos fueron acu- 


erdos sobre zonas de pesca y no tratados de 
limites, por lo que propicib la suscripcibn de 
un acuerdo de limites maritimos con Ecuador 
para fortalecer su posicibn ante Chile. 

“Si de los tres paises del Pacifico Sur dos de 
ellos (Peru y Ecuador) tienen un acuerdo de 
limites, significa que los acuerdos del 52 y 
54 no son un acuerdo de limites”, dijo Garcia 
Belaunde. 

El canciller manifestb que aparentemente no 
hubo una lectura correcta en Chile respecto de 
la suscripcibn del acuerdo de limites maritimos 
entre Peru y Ecuador, que fue calificada como 
un “autogol” pemano por las autoridades chil- 
enas. “Yo creo que fue una reaccibn sin (con- 
ocer) los elementos de juicio”, comentb. 

Por su parte, el presidente del Congreso, Cesar 
Zumaeta, calificb la ratificacibn del acuerdo de 
limites maritimos con Ecuador como un hecho 
“histbrico” y “una noticia de la mayor enver- 
gadura”. 

Resaltb que el presidente Alan Garcia mbricara 
la resolucibn del Congreso y “manana cuando 
asista al vecino pais del Ecuador va entregar 
estos instmmentos juridicos que llevan el re- 
spaldo total de la representacibn nacional y 
estoy absolutamente seguro el mas amplio res- 
paldo de todo el pais”. 

Garcia cumplira una visita oficial el viernes 
en Quito que segiin el canciller ecuatoriano 
Ricardo Patino “reafirma la intensa relacibn” 
binacional. “El que se produzcan reuniones bi- 
laterales, que hayamos intensificado la relacibn 
de paz en la frontera y que el Gobierno de Peru 
haya reconocido la Carta Nautica de Ecuador, 
evidencib el deseo de mantener una relacibn 
cordial”, dijo Patino segiin citb un comunicado 
difundido por la cancilleria. 

Durante su permanencia en Quito Garcia 
recibira una condecoracibn por parte de la 
Asamblea y mantendra una reunibn con el 
presidente Rafael Correa.□
